Looking  at  the  football  game  of  tomorrow  from  the  angle 
of  figures  discloses  some  interesting  features,  chief  among 
them  being  the  fact  that  the  Maryville  team  stands  a  chance 
of  having  the  edge  from  the  angle  of  weight.  Neither  of  the 
coaches  will  announce  his  starting  line-up.  It’s  a  deep  dark 
secret,  and  even  the  Maryville  players  do  -not  have  much  of 
an  idea  what  their  starting  combination  will  be. 

However,  for  the  sake  of  comparison,  the  line-ups  used 
by  the  two  teams  in  games  last  week  are  used.  These  line-ups 
disclose  the  fact  that  Maryville’s  team  will  have  a  total  weight 
of  1927  pounds,  or  an  average  of  little  more  than  175  pounds, 
while  that  of  Warrensburg  will  weigh  as  a  total  1859  pounds, 
or  169  pounds  to  the  man.  . 

A  coincidence  occurs  in  the  backfields.  ^Warrensburg  has 
a  quarterback  weighing  174  pounds  and  three  _ other  back- 
field  men  weighing  165  pounds  each,  while  the  Maryville 
backfield  is  composed  of  Willoughby,  160  pounds;  Eads,  150 
pounds;  Search,  174  pounds;  and  Berst,  185  pounds.  And 
the  peculiar  thing  about  it  all  is  that  the  backfields  total  the 
same.  Therefore,  Maryville  will  have  a  total  advantage  of 
sixty-eight  pounds  in  the  line. 

The  edge  in  height-will  go  to  Warrensburg.  The  visitors 
will  present  a  rangy  football  combination,  five  men  of  which 
could  not  walk  through  a  six-foot  doorway.  From  statistics 
furnished  by  the  two  coaches,  the  Warrensburg  team  will  aver¬ 
age  about  2  inches  more  to  the  man  than  their  Bearcat  oppon¬ 
ents.

Patterson,  Mule  right  tackle,  will  be  the  tallest  man  in 
the  game.  He  stands  6  feet  2  inches  fom  the  ground.  Lewis, 
Bearcat  left  tackle;  is  one  inch  shorter.  Lewis  will  be  the  heavi¬ 
est  man  in  the  game.  He  weighs  around  220  pounds  in  his 
uniform. 

From  the  points  scored  against  the  same  teams  this  year, 
Warrensburg  has  the  advantage.  Maryville,  however,  has  been 
without  the  services  of  Capt.  “Ikey”  Eads,  who  will  be  in 
the  starting  line-up  tomorrow  at  left  halfback.  Maryville  will 
be  playing  at  home,  too,  and  that  will  help. 

A  victory  in  the  game  tomorrow  would  find  the  Bearcats 
in  undisputed  first  place  in  the  Missouri  Intercollegiate  Ath¬ 
letic  Association,  for  the  time  being  at  least.  The  Maryville 
team  will  have  played  one  game  more  than  either  Warrensburg 
or  Kirksville,  and  will  therefore  have  the  best  percentage  in 
the  conference  ihimediately  following  the  game,  if  the  Bear¬ 
cats  win. 

Kirksville  and  Springfield  will  meet  at  Kirksville  on  Fri¬ 
day.  Should  Kirksville  lose  this  game,  it  would  mean  that 
Maryville  and  Warrensburg  would  tie  for  the  championship 
unless  Cape  Girardeau  should  win  from  Warrensburg.  This 
is  all  based,  of  course,  on  the  presumption  that  Maryville  will 
win  tomorrow. 

Reports  on  the  Kirksville-Springfield  game  of  Friday 
will  be  received  by  quarters  at  the  office  of  the  Democrat-For¬ 
um.  James  Todd,  editor  of  the' paper;  invites  all  rooters  to 
call  in  for  the  score  or  be  at  the  office  when  it  is  received  at 
the  end  of  each  period.

Tomorrow 


Tomorrow  is  the  big  day.  Tomorrow  will  be  a  history- 
making  day.  Tomorrow  night  Maryville  will  be  certain  of 
either  a  partial  claim  to  the  Missouri  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Association  championship  or  no  "claim  at  all.  For  tomorrow 
the  College  Bearcats  meet  the  Warrensburg  Mules  in  the  seas¬ 
ons  biggest  game. 

If  elaborate  preparations  and  an  over-abundanCe  of  “pep 
and  jinniger”  will  have  anything  to  do  with  the  winning  of 
tommorow’s  football  game,  then  Maryville  has  more  than  an 
even  chance  at  the  bacon.  For  Maryville  is  prepared  for  this 
game.  Students,  players,  coaches,  faculty  members,  and  towns¬ 
people  are  “rarin’  to  go.”  Maryville  will  be  a  closed-up  town 
for  the  game  tomorrow.  Practically  every  business  in  town 
will  close  .its  doors  tomorrow  afternoon,  and  a  record  crowd 
should  witness  the  game.  ' 

Student  mass  meetings,  bubbling  over  with  pep,  have 
been  the  feature  of  this  week,  and  “Chant  the  Battle  Cry — 
Woe  to  Warrensburg”  is  the  Bearcat  slogan.  The  spirit  of 
the  French,  when,  with  everything  seemingly  turned'  against 
them,  they  braced  their  backs'  to  the  wall  and  shouted,  “On  ne 
passe,”  is  similar  to  that  of  Maryville  and  is  what  the  Bear¬ 
cats  are  saying.  Tomorrow  will  be  Armistice  Day,  and  the 
famous  French  motto,  “They  Shall  Not  Pass,”  is  in, the  heart 
of-  every  player  and  rooter  in  Maryville. 

The  state  is  looking  for  a  Warrensburg  victory.  Dope- 
slers  say  that  Kirksville  won  from  Maryville  by  43  points 
and  that  Warrensburg  won  from  Kirksville  by  7  points.  There¬ 
fore  they  believe  that  Warrensburg  will  win  easily  from  Mary¬ 
ville.  But  Bearcat  rooters  say  that  Maryville  ivon  from  Spring- 
field  by  3  points  and  that  Warrensburg  won  from  Spring- 
field  by  7  points.  And  they  also  say  that  Warrensburg  isn’t 
better  by' even  the  margin  of  4  points.  That’s  the  spirit  which 
has  always  won. 

This  week  has  been  a  week  of  Bearcat  activity.  When 
o  it  was  ■  announced  last  Friday  that  Warrensburg  had  won 
from  Kirksville,  a  new  spirit  struck  the  Bearcats.  And  that 
spirit  is  the  dynamic -force  which  has  made  practice  this  week 
a  thing  of  speed  and  vigorous  determination. 

Practice .  this  week  has  been  work  for  everybody.  The 
coaches  have  worked  harder  than  the  players,  if  anything. 
Monday  night  both  Coach  Lawrence  and  Coach  Jones  took  a 
hand  in  the  scrimmage,  and  they  nursed  sore  muscles  along 
with  their  men  when  the  session  was  over. 

A  thorough  review  of  all  old  plays  rather  than  the  learn¬ 
ing  of  new  ones  has  been  the  order  of- the  week.  The  coaches 
feel  that  their  men  have  enoughj-plays  to  succeed.  The  prob¬ 
lem  is  making  the  working  of  these  plays  air  tight. 

Should  the  Bearcats  win  the  game  tomorrow,  they  will 
be  certain  of  a  tie  for  the  conference  championship.  They  will 
have  finished  their  season  with  three  games  won  and  one  lost. 
Warrensburg  and  Kirksville  will  each  have  one  more  game 
to  play.  If  .they  lose  these  games,  then  Maryville  will  be  the 
champion.  Otherwise  there  will  be  a  three-way  tie  for  the  title.
